Powell wrote in his opinion that 
the calling of a special election by 
the governor was pu rely discretion­ 
ary and that if the chief execu tive 
did not care to call su ch an elec­ 
tion, no power cou ld force him to 
do 
so. 
Governor 
Cau lfield, 
how­ 
ever, said that he wou ld call the 
election, 
probably annou ncing the 
date tomorrow. 
Governor Cau lfield asked for the 
ru ling from the attorney general’s 
office for u se in preparing the no­ 
tice 
of 
the 
special 
election. 
A 
copy of su ch notice m u st be sent 
to each sheriff in the Seventh dis­ 
trict, giving at least ten days’ no­ 
tice of the election. 
It was the opinion of the at­ 
torney general’s office that the elec­ 
tion m u st be held in the Seventh 
district, as the failu re of the legis­ 
latu re to pass a congressional re- 
dlstrictlng bill has no bearing on 
the districts 
now in 
effect u ntil 
after March 4, 1933. 
The governor has indicated that 
plenty of time will be given in the 
special 
election 
notice 
for 
party 
conventions 
or 
primaries 
in 
the 
Seventh district 
shou ld 
the 
com­ 
m ittees decide to hold them. 
The special election in the Sev­ 
enth district is attracting national 
as well as state attention, indicat­

Spread of the movement started 
with the declaration of martial law 
by the Oklahoma governor Tu esday 
was indicated by advices from Ty­ 
ler, Tex., saying a majority of op­ 
erators favored a volu ntary shu t­ 
down in the prolific east Texas 
pools. 
Less than 150 wells of the 3,106 
mentioned 
in 
Governor 
Mu rray’s 
order were open today. They were 
the exempted small »‘stripper” wells, 
gassers or wells pu mping water. 
Refiners made little effort to pu sh 
new sales of gasoline, and the price 
at the refinery Increased fraction­ 
ally overnight, to be qu oted today 
at 314 to 3% cents a gallon. Retail 
prices remained at 15 cents. 
The Globe Refining Co., Cu shing, 
Okla., and the Champlin Refining 
Co., Enid, the latter of which at­ 
tacked state poration laws ineffect­ 
u ally in federal cou rt this week, 
reported their su pplies ,of oil were 
so low they wou ld be forced to 
shu t down in a few days. 
At Okfu lgee, Okla., a mass meet­ 
ing last night voiced approval of 
Governor M u rray’s edit closing the 
wells and hailed him as a “ Moses” 
leading the American people from 
the “wilderness of depression.”

With hands wildly waving, and 
all the gypsies talking at once, one 
woman was taken from the car, 
thou ght to be the one who had 
taken the money. 
She carried a 
ten months’ old child into the home 
of the jailer, John O’Brien, where 
she was held pending an Investiga­ 
tion. 
She protested that she was 
Innocent, as did two older girls who 
soon joined her. 
“If they hold u s here we will 
bring in all the kids,” said one of 
the girls. 
"We’ll camp right here 
in the street. 
We have lots of kids 
with u s. 
My mother, she has a 
dozen. My u ncle, he has two dozen, 
and my other u ncle, he has three 
dozen.” 
The woman being held said her 
name was Mary. 
The last name 
cou ld not be pronou nced nor spelled 
by the reporter. 
She said it was 
Spanish, later she said she spoke 
French and Italian, bu t no English, 
bu t each and every member of the 
grou p were qu ick to make replies 
in English, some witty, some snap­ 
py. bu t all to the point.

“ I had a very unusual eondition, 
this y ear with cabbage. There waa 
a large gall or warty growth on the 
stem near the root. 
The cabbage 
did not do well at all. 
All did not 
have it"

ty pes 
of 
thii 
growth on cabbage. One Is a short, 
thick growth, which is caused 
by 
the development of the cabbage 
gall weevil. 
If the growth is a 
long, thickened one, it is a disease 
known as ambury. 
It attacks cab­ 
bage, and turnips. 
The first dis­ 
eased condition Is an insect grow­ 
ing in the stem of the plant. 
The 
second 
condition 
(ambury) 
is a 
fungus disease. There is not much 
that can be done for either one of 
these conditions. 
The 
best 
one 
thing to do when this condition 
sets up is to not use that soil for 
the same growth again. 
It is ex­ 
pensive to turn the top soil under, 
about a foot, but that will control 
either of the troubles, or soil sterili­ 
zation will give good results.

FALL EGG LAYING 
b r ings in PROFITS 


Now Is Good Time to Plai! 
for Hatching Pu llets. 


Winter eggs are not the mos 4 
profitable eggs for the pou ltry pro­ 
du cer. 
Fall produ ction of eggs if 
more important than winter pro­ 
du ction, according to an analysis 
of egg prices du ring the months ol 
Au gu st, September, October and No­ 
vember, and comparison with the 
winter prices, made by R. E. Cray, 
extension specialist in pou ltry hu s­ 
bandry at the Ohio State u niver­ 
sity. 
“In Febru ary is the time to plats 
the hatching of pu llets for produ o 
tion of eggs next fall du ring th% 
high-price 
season,’’ 
says 
Cray. 
“Next winter is the time for man­ 
aging the flock in su ch a way that 
the egg produ ction which started its 
the fall can continu e throu ghou t 
the winter.” 
“Breeding is the first requ irement 
of pu llets that are to matu re early 
lay good-sized eggs, and continu « 
to produ ce steadily throu gh the fall 
and w inter months. Carefu l breed­ 
ing is becoming more and more im­ 
portant with general increases 1e 
feed prices and decreases in egg 
prices. 
I feel safe in predicting 
that the next five years will see 
conditions in the pou ltry bu siness 
which will make It necessary to 
increase the produ ction ten eggs 
per bird In order to make the same 
prot we are making today.” 


Keep You ng Cockerels 
in “Bachelor” Qu arters 
Place prospective breeding cock­ 
erels In “bachelor” qu arters at the 
age of ten to twelve weeks, cou n­ 
sels Berley Winton of the Missou ri 
College of Agricu ltu re. 
Pu t the 
cu lls in fattening crates for qu ick 
growth 
gains two weeks before 
sale. 
Removal of the males will 
help prevent crowding and will pro­ 
vide room for the pu llets to make 
rapid growth. 
As soon as the you ng cu ll chick­ 
ens weigh one and one-fou rth to 
one and one-half pou nds, they are 
ready to fatten. 
They shou ld be 
placed 
In 
fattening 
crates, 
and 
shou ld receive no feed the first 24 
hou rs. Then feed the fattening bat­ 
ter lightly for the first day or two 
at least three, and preferably five 
times a day. 
Care shou ld betak en 
not to over-feed and to keep the 
birds 
slightly 
hu ngry 
by 
giving 
only w hat they will clean u p in 15 
minu tes. It Is not considered profit­ 
able to fatten more than 14 days. 
A good batter Is made from seven 
pa rts of cornmeal and three parts 


of middlings mixed with bu tter­ 
milk and skimmilk to make the 
whole the consistency of pancake 
batter. 
Ordinarily two pou nds of 
milk to one pou nd of dry feed are 
u sed. 
Neither grit nor w ater are 
requ ired- with this ration. 


No Profit in Keeping 
Weak Pu llets in Flock 
W eak pu llets shou ld be disposed 
of as soon as possible after they 
are ou t of the Incu bator, according 
to I^eon Todd of the Pu rdu e u niver­ 
sity facu lty. 
“Poorly ‘feathered chicks, often 
called ‘bare backs,’ u su ally are the 
resu lt of an Inherited tendency and 
one prominent hatchery man told 
me he had his flock owners band 
each poorly hatched chick,” he said. 
“None of the banded birds was u sed 
as breeders, and after u sing this 
scheme It no longer was necessary 
to u se bands to Identify the ‘bare 
backs.* 
“Keep you ng birds and layers 
separated to prevent disease,” he 
warned. 
“Place the brooder hou se 
in clover or alfalfa, near a corn 
field, and move it a few yards every 
three or fou r weeks, and be su re 
there Is plenty of w ater for the 
birds.” 


Pou ltry Hygiene 
The task of pou ltry hygiene Is 
two-fold, becau se It alms not only 
to promote health bu t also to pro­ 
tect and defend it. 
In connection 
with 
the former, 
conditions are 
sou ght 
to 
be 
established 
u nder 
which the vital fu nctions of the 
animal body can be performed with 
the least hindrance and at the max­ 
imu m efficiency, while the latter is 
designed to either ward off actu al 
cau ses of disease, to interru pt their 
free 
movements, or bring abou t 
their destru ction. 


Avoid Worm Trou bles 
There are nu merou s recipes and 
su ggestions given for the treatm ent 
for worms In pou ltry, tu rkeys in­ 
clu ded, bu t the first thing to no­ 
tice is that worm trou bles are large­ 
ly du e to dirty premises. 
There 
is not mu ch u se in attempting to 
stop losses In a flock throu gh worms 
u nless care is taken to clean u p the 
premises regu larly, disinfect them 
and clean ou t the droppings from 
the roosting place to a portion of 
the farm tha t Is not frequ ented by 
the flock.

Best Turkey Finisbing 
Requires Small Rang e 
An old barn or a shed mak es an 
ideal place for finishing turk eys for 
the mark et, according to the North 
Dak ota Agricultural college. 
It is 
advisable to restrict the range, and 
when turk eys are grown under arti­ 
ficial methods they may be success­ 
fully finished under moderate con­ 
finement if they have enough room 
for exercise. 
Corn is generally considered the 
best feed for finishing. 
Care must 
be exercised in feeding corn in the 
fall, especially new, soft or frozen 
corn. 
There is a danger of serious 
digestive troubles and losses may 
occur where such corn Is fed, ac­ 
cording to the circular.

Feeding Chickens Wet 
Mash During Summer 
It has become a regular practice 
on many poultry farms to feed a 
wet mash to the old hens during 
the summer and early fall months, 
according to the New York State 
College of Agriculture. 
The regular dry mash Is mois­ 
tened with sk imrailk or water. From 
four to six quarts of the wet mash 
are fed to each 100 hens, or as 
much as they will eat in fifteen or 
twenty minutes. 
The wet mash 
Is usually fed late In the afternoon. 
Dry mash, of course, is constantly 
k ept before the birds. 
On the college farm very little, 
if any, scratch grain is given in 
the morning. 
The hens are given 
all the grain they will eat after the 
night feeding of wet mash. 
Usu­ 
ally this amounts to eight or nine 
pounds for each 100 birds. 
Hens that fail to respond to good 
feeding and management during the 
summer should be sold promptly, 
they advise. 
Hens of all ages 
should be carefully culled until 
September 1.

narro w^ neck o f land by train o r wag o n, 
and to o k ship o n the Pacific side fo r San 
Francisco . 
The canal was still o nly a 
dream; Cape Ho rn, far to the so uth, w^as 
still a surf-fringed terro r fo r sailo rmen. 
Then the French started to dig the 
canal; and Duncan w’as o ne o f the fo ur 
men cho sen to turn the first so ds. 
The 
fo ur sto o d face to face with lifted picks. 
At a signal they 
dro v e 
them 
into the 
gro und, and w^o rk o n the Panama Canal 
had begun. 
What Duncan saw, during the nex t de­ 
cade o r tw^o , was a New Wo rld epic, the 
Cape Girardeau So utheast Misso urian de­ 
clares. Disaster beset the French at ev ery 
hand. 
''Yello w J ack” made Panama no ­ 
to rio us 
thro ugho ut 
the 
w^o rld. 
The 
French finally quit, leav ing machinery to 
be o vergro w^n by the jungle- 
Then, after 
y ears o f quiet, the Americans came and 
the canal was finished; and there all the 
time w^as Duncan, a part o f the who le 
thing, so ldier in the army that jo ined two 
seas. 
Already the

mo te. 
The day wiien ships to the Pacific 
had to ro und dreaded Cape Ho rn is fabu­ 
lo us, dim wdth with the mists o f a time 
that is v ery far away . 
Yet this man, who 
died o nly the o ther day , saw it all.

w^ent to Panama when it w^as a pest ho le 
and saw it beco me 
o ne o f the 
wo rld’s 
busiest places.

At a combined meeting of the 
men and women employes of the 
Missouri Slate F'air, the fair com­ 
missioners of Sedalia, and the mem­ 
bers of the Sedalia Rotary club at 
Hotel Both well at noon Monday, a 
very vivid word picture of the ad­ 
vantages of the Missouri State Fair 
in Sedalia was painted by Sedalians, 
W. D. Smith, president of Rotary 
club presided. Carl Harter, chair­ 
man of the rural acquaintance com­ 
mittee of the Rotary club acted as 
chairman, and the program was un­ 
der the direction of W. 
F. Keys^r, 
chairman of the board of commis­ 
sioners for the Missouri State Fair. 
Mr. Keyser stated that the gen­ 
eral theme of the program was the 
relationship of the Missouri State 
Fair to Sedalia, which he developed 
under four topics, namely; “What 
the State Fair Means to Sedalia 
From the Standpoint of Publicity,” 
“ The Relation of the State Fair to 
Education,” “The Relation of the 
State Fair to the Business Interests 
of Sedalia,” and ‘The Relation of 
the State Fair to All of the People 
of Sedalia.” 
The four topics were discussed In 
order by Miss Anna Marie Morse- 
man, president of the Business and 
Professional Women’s club, Heber 
U. Hunt, superintendent of the Se­ 
dalia Public Schools, Don S. Lamm, 
prominent attorney and Cline B. 
Finnell, secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 
Miss Morseman in opening her 
talk told of the importance of pub­ 
licity and the high state of effici­ 
ency to which it can be developed, 
mentioning 
outstanding 
advertised 
products and their respective slo- 
g:ans. She 
told 
of 
the 
various 
pieces of advertising issued by the 
publicity department of the fair on 
w'hich the name of Sedalia appeared 
prominently on each piece of litera­ 
ture, and of the road map of Mis­ 
souri w^hlch the fair issued with 
Sedalia in large letters in the cen­ 
ter. While the Missouri State Fair 
di« ] not put Sedalia on the map, it 
i,- certainly helping to k eep it there, 
she said, and told of the extensive 
advertising department which the 
State Fair organization maintains 
with Richard Battles at its head, 
how ne\vs articles from 26 depart­ 
ments had been published in many 
papers throughout the state to the 
extent of some 36,000 columns, that 
the fair board values its publicity 
at 20,000 and in addition they are 
spending $3,000 in cash with the 
press. From all of this Sedalia de­ 
rives a benefit. 
Mr. Hunt in speak ing of the Mis­ 
souri State Fair with relation to ed­ 
ucation, directed attention to the 
extensive live stock exhibit which 
will be a record break er this year, 
the valuation of which will be in 
excess of $2,000,000. He told of the 
extensive farm implements exhibit, 
the exhibits of state institutions, of 
those of the schools and counties, 
and others too numerous to men­ 
tion, and how all of these exhibits 
are highly educative and broaden 
the general information of the peo­ 
ple of the Slate, thereby mak ing 
better citizens of them, which is 
education’s ultimate end. 
Don Lamm, in speak ing of what 
the State Fair means to the busi­ 
ness interests of Sedalia, told of the 
expenditure of $1.750,000 in brick 
and mortar for its plant immedi­ 
ately adjoining the city of Sedalia, 
how every dollar of 
this 
went 
through the hands of Sedalia con­ 
tractors, that 1,600 people who work 
there at various times, practically 
all live in Sedalia or vicinity. Con­ 
tinuing he directed attention to a 
multitude of activities in connec­ 
tion with the ^Missouri State Fair 
which necessitated the spending of 
large and small sums of money, 
much of which finds its way into 
the hands of local business men, 
directly or indirectly. Therefore, he 
said, it is iin to the business inter­ 
ests of Sedalia to boost the State 
Fair in a very liberal way.

Sp eak ing of his life as an invest­ 
m ent bank er

insu rance comp any, Toombs rem ark ­ 
ed that in 19 25 or 19 26 he had a 
p lan to sell ou t his holdings at 
that tim e for a little more than 
two million dollars. 
He w'as dis- 
sau ded by his associates, he re­ 
vealed. 
"‘Bu t my 
exp erience Is that a 
m an who has been u p , and then 
comes dow'n, doesn’t think mu ch of 
the p ast,” said the form er insu rance 
head. 
Toombs was assigned

’gos sou th side in w'hich three ne­ 
groes were slain and one w'as seri­

p olicemen 
who help ed p u t dow'n the disorder 
were inju red. Several scofe of the 
p articip ants 
were 
arrested. 
Three 
W'ere said by p olice to have been 
ringleaders. 
Im m ediate step s were tak en by 
officials inclu ding Mayor Anton 
J. 
Cermak 
and 
Corp oration 
Cou nsel 
William H. 
Sexton to p revent a 
rep etition of the disorder which be­ 
gan late yesterday afternoon when 
several hu ndred negroes started a 
dem onstration in p rotest against the 
eviction of a negro family for non­ 
p aym ent of rent. 
A crowd of negroes, estim ated by 
p olice at 1,000, gathered and shou t­ 
ed defiance as tw'o cou rt bailiffs 
started to move to the street the 
hou sehold fu rnishings of Rose W ar­ 
wick from a flat at Dearborn and 
Sou th streets. Frightened, the bail­ 
iffs, telep honed for p olice. Cries of 
“p u t that fu rnitu re back ” and “we 
w'ant som ething to eat” were heard 
and some of the crowd started to 
p u t the fu rnitu re back . 
A p atrol wagon, manned by p olice­ 
man Fred Graham, a negro, M artin 
E rnst and John McFadden, arrived, 
bu t the trio was qu ick ly su rrou nded 
by the rioters, many of whom were 
arm ed 
with 
k nives, 
clu bs 
and 
p istols. E rnst su ffered a sk u ll frac­ 
tu re. His comp anions 
w’ere 
cu t. 
When the reserves, inclu ding Ser­ 
geant H enry Lyons, came to their 
aid. a negro p u lled Lyons’ p istol 
from his holster and threatened to 
shoot. As he did so Policeman Wil­ 
liam Jordan fired and the negro

dead.

Lyons, w'ho had recovered his p istol, 
p aid his debt to Jordan by k illing a 
negro w'ho was firing at Jordan 
from a nearby doorw'ay. 
The m anner of the third m an’s 
death cou ld not be learned and only 
one of the three dead w'as identi­ 
fied. He W'as John O’Neill, abou t 30 
years old. 
W tile the fight w'as at its height 
a grou p of p olicemen, led by Ser­

McManhon, 
became 
sep arated from the main body of 
the reinforcem ents, and were forced 
to tak e refu ge in a small store in 
the same block . They were attack ed 
by at least a hu ndred men, some of 
whom brok e the store wdndowA with 
brick s.

Physicians at the hosp ital said 
Johnson had su ffered severe gashes 
on the head and face, three brok en 
teeth and ap p eared to be su ffering 
from shock . 
Two men, Felix McDonald and 
John Davitt, both living in S t Lou is 
cou nty, were held in jail at Clayton 
in connection with the case. Sheriff 
Alfred Lill said Johnson p ostively 
identified McDonald as one of his 
assailants, 
bu t 
was 
not 
su re 
w hether Davitt was the other man. 
Johnson had ju st left his m other’s 
7,000-acre estate at S t Albans, In 
Frank lin cou nty, yesterday afternoon 
when two men, one armed with a 
sawed-off shotgu n, the other with a 
revolver, commanded him to stop . 
Johnson stop p ed, got ou t of his 
exp ensive roadster and said, “W hat 
do you want? here’s my money, and 
tak e my car.” 
The men forced Johnson to re­ 
enter the car, one of them took the 
wheel and started down the road. 
Finally Johnson smashed the dash­ 
board with his foot, disabling the 
ignition system and forcing 
the 
car to stop . 
In a fight that follow­ 
ed, Johnson was dragged 
into a 
cornfield and robbed of abou t |70. 
W hen 
the 
assailants 
fled, 
the 
wealthy you th made his way to a 
nearby farmhou se, and was tak en 
to the hosp ital. 
When officers arrived they fou nd 
McDonald and Davitt walk ing along 
a nearby cou ntry road. 
They said 
they were look ing for a lost dog, 
and denied k nowledge of the as­ 
sau lt on Johnson. 
Johnson’s mother, widow of the 
shoe m agnate, now is in Eu rop e. 
You ng Johnson has a large ’ estate 
of his own near Pop lar Blu ff, Mo., 
where he sp ends considerable time. 
St. Lou is city detectives, work ing 
with cou nty officers, today sou ght 
Tommy Hayes, notoriou s gangster 
lately rep orted to have retu rned to 
St. Lou is after several week s' ab­ 
sence. as a p rincip al in the ap p ar­ 
ent k idnap ing p lot.

“Those thu gs p robably wou ld 
have k illed him at the drop of a 
hat if they had thou ght they cou ld 
get away with it.”

su ffering from fou r scalp wou nds, 
two wou nds In the lower jaw, and
